These were the bald statistics pre­ 
sented here by Judge M arcus K av an ­ 
agh, veteran Cook county Jurist, who 
for years has presided in th e C rim inal 
Court. 
“T he U nited S tates is th e m ost law - 
ridden and m ost law less natio n on 
e a rth .” Judge K avanagh said. 
“The 
reasons for th is are three. 
First, 
law yers are organized to save crim ­ 
inals an d cheat th e 
law' 
through 
technicalities. 
Police Conditions 
“Second the police in the United 
S tates are th e worst organized, the 
poorest paid and m ost inefficient of 
any country in th e world. 
They are 
too m uch in politics. 
“T hird, th e people shirk jury duty 
end take no active interest in law e n ­ 
forcem ent. 
T he foundation of 
law 
lies in th e hom e and Am erican hom e- 
life is fast passing aw ay.” 
A m erica h as fa r too m any 
laws 
now, Judge K avanagh contends. 
He 
said it is a m istake to send lawyers 
to Congress and state legislatures. 
“Elect hard-boiled 
business 
m en 
who do not care about the technicali­ 
ties of law but are interested in fu r­ 
th erin g justice. 
Laws Need Changing 
“O ur crim inal laws are utterly u n ­ 
fitted for present-day crim inal ac ti­ 
vities,” Judge K avanagh added, “I 
am 
attack in g 
technicalities. 
The 
technicalities w hich free m ost crim ­ 
inals were never established by any 
legislature; they were 
created 
by 
judges to save poor w retches guilty 
of some trival crim e from th e death 
<4iamber. 
T hey were never in ten d ­ 
ed to protect innocence.” 
“Too m any tim es public opinion 
controls the acts of legislatures and 
also m akes or m odifies th e final de­ 
cisions of courts. 
“T he country needs not new laws 
as m uch as it requires in our courts 
R new tu rn of mind, new purposes 
and quickened ideals.”

most vigilant detectives. 
The drug 
traffickers have discovered that this 
cope gets by so easily 
they 
have 
edopted the “cop-dodger” cognomen 
tor their wares. 


A ll Young Men 
The new victim s in the latest thing 
in ‘drug-using, are 
practically 
all 
young men. 
“These boys never took a drug cure 
before,” said Chief City Magistrate 
William McAdoo after conducting an 
investigation of* the new' evil. 
“For 
that reason it is a doubly dangerous 
thing. 
This innocent-looking 
drug 
if more deadly than heroin or opium. 
“About 85 per cent of our drug ad­ 
dicts take the drug heroin. 
Recently, 
however, they tell me that the ped­ 
dlers from whom they have bought 
heroin, are offering them ‘cop-dod- 
ger* instead. 
The addicts say they 
can get an equal effect from $6 worth 
of cop-dodger as against $15 to $25 
lor heroin. 
“Cop-dodger is really morphine. It 
Is made in such 
form 
that 
once 
smuggled across the customs barriers 
it is simple to turn this 
preparation 
into morphine. ’ 
A Federal low passed several years 
ago forbids the manufacture, sale and 
distribution of heroin. 
It 
is now 
principally a product of Germany 
and Switzerland, according to drug 
experts, and exported by smugglers 
into this country.
